VITAL, SAYS FDR 


Slash in Road Spending 
Again Indorsed To Help 
in Balancing Budget. 


Text af President's Letter Ap- 
nied pears in Page 12. : 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(7)— 
President Roosevelt reaffirmed his 
intention to cut.federal spending 
today and asserted that congress 
and its Democratic majority “must 
accept full responsibility” if his 
budget estimates are exceeded. 

In a letter to Chairman Cart- 
wright, Democrat, Oklahoma, of 
the house roads committee, Mr. 
Roosevelt asserted: 

“The congress has a perfect 
right constitutionally to exceed 
the budget, but, if the budget is 
exceeded, obviously the congress 
must accept full responsibility, 
and obviously, the 
| members, which have such a large| 
‘majority in the congress, must 
'equally accept the full responsi- 
bility.” 

Counties’ Demands. 

The President added that if 
legislation were guided by the 
demands of counties for federal 
funds, “there would not be any 
Democratic party and there would 
not be any solvent government 
after a few years.” 

The letter, made public by Cart- 
wright, sindorsed again a reduc- 
tion in road expenditures as a 
means of balancing the budget. 

In the absence of action before 
the first of the new calendar year 
which the President had recom- 
mended, the Bureau of Public 
Roads went ahead with arrange- 
ments to apportion $214,000,000 to 
states for highway improvements. 
Adjournment of the special ses- 
sion of congress left no other 
course since existing law requires 
that the allotment be made by 
January 1. 

Cites “Vital Need.” 

Cartwright had written the 
President Thursday that not a 
single member of his committee 
had requested a meeting for im- 
mediate consideration of the pro- 
posal to cancel the authorizations. 
He wrote of what he termed a 
vital need and insistent demand 
for road improvements in Okla- 
homa. 

“So naturally,” Cartwright told

ADOPTS PLEBISOTE 


People Would Be Influenced 
by Propaganda, Senator 
Pittman Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(P)—~ 
Chairman Pittman, Democrat, Ne- 
vada, of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, predicted today 
that adoption of the Ludlow con- 
stitutional amendment calling for 
a referendum on war would even- 
tually involve the United States in 
a “disastrous war.” 

Pittman said that many house 
members committed a “thoughtless 
act” when they signed a petition to 
force house consideration of the 
measure, which would make it nec- 
essary to hold a plebiscite before 
war could be declared. 

Less than half the people would 
express an opinion in such refer- 
enda, the senator said. 

“That one-half” he asserted. 
“would inevitably be influenced by 
violent and _ misrepresentative 
propaganda, not only from foreign 
sources but from subversive forces 
in our own country. 

“It would delay action where ac- 
tion might be necessary. It would 
destroy the prestige of our gov- 
ernment. It would encourage every 
unscrupulous military power bent 
on conquest to continue encroach- 
ment on the liberty of our citi- 
zens and their rights in the world, 
to the point where physical resist- 
ance inevitably would eventuate. 

“Instead of preventing war, it 
would, in my opinion, sometime 
result in a disastrous war.”

Approved This Year. 


The intangible tax act also is a 
result of a constitutional amend- 
ment approved in June. Four 
years ago the people voted on a 
plan to permit such a classifica- 
tion but it was disapproved. This 
year, backed by Governor Rivers 
and his administration, it was ap- 
proved. 

The senate passed the house bill 
early yesterday afternoon by a 
vote of 45 to 0 after adding on 
nearly a score of amendments, It 
went back to the house, where 
disagreement was voted. Details of 
the controversial sections were 
worked out by a conference com- 
mittee. 

The bill distributes the taxes 
collected under it to the’state, the 
cities and the counties. The coun- 
ties will get a portion, the cities 
a portion and the state a portion. 
For instance if a taxpayer pays a 
total of 25 mills, 10 to the county, 
10 to the city and 5 to the state, 
the county will get 40 per cent of 
the intangible levy, the city 40 
per cent and the remaining 20 per 
cent will ,o to the state. 

As finally approved the bill 
levies a tax of 10 cents per $1,000 
on all money, whether it is in a 
bank or not. An effort by Sena- 
tor Harrell, of Lumpkin, to in- 
crease this levy to 25 cents was 
defeated after opponents pointed 
out that the larger tax might re- 
sult in heavy withdrawals at 
taxing time. 

Important Features. 

In adopting the Harrel income 
tax bill the assembly added three 
important features. 

The first of these provides that 
any person who lives in the state 
four months is subjéct to the state 
income tax. At present a resi- 
dence of six months out of each 
year is necessary before a citizen 
is subject to the state tax. 

Another amendment eliminates 
the $2 individual fee and the $10 
corporation . fee required even 
though the person or corporation 
making the return is not subject 
to tax. These provisions were 
written into the income tax law 
during the regular session but 
were suspended by Governor Riv- 
ers. The assembly already had 
approved the suspension. 

Third Amendment. 

The third amendment permits 
Georgia corporations to deduct 
from their gross income returns 
the amount of any dividends paid 
by them by other corporations do- 
ing business in Georgia on which 
an income tax already has been 
paid. Representative Elliott, of 
Muscogee, who _ sponsored the 
amendments, said they had the ap- 
proval of the revenue commission.

On Georgia Autos | 


Establishment of a new scale of 
state motor vehicle license fees 
has these results from the view- 
point of the average motorist: 

1, Automobile tags for 1938 would 
cost between $1.50 and $7.50, depend- 
ing on the factory weight of the car, 
or 


2. The $3 tag, which has applied 
to all since 1933, would be sold only 
for use on vehicles operated by state, 
county and municipal governments. 

3. Privately-operated truck fees would 
range from $2.50 (for less than one 
ton) to $1,000 (more than 10 tons). A 
one-ton truck tag would cost $5 and 
for 1% tons the fee would be $10.

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CONGRESS ENDS SESSION 

Legislative achievement cannot always be 
measured by the new laws placed upon the stat- 
ute books. Frequently that legislative body 
which fails to pass proposed statutes serves 
even more worthily than the one which grinds 
a mass of bills through the hopper to enact- 
ment. 

The special session of congress which ad- 
journed Tuesday has been dubbed, by some 
spokesmen, a8 a “goose-egg session,” because 
none of the bills it was called on to consider 
were passed. 

Certainly in the case of some of those pro- 
posed laws congress has served the nation best 
by its failure to hurry to passage proposals 
which are, to say the least, of doubtful wisdom. 

This session will go into history as the one 
that shelved, in a committee pigeonhole, the 
wages and hours bill, a measure which would 
have tended to tighten the strait-jacket in 
which private industry already struggles. It left 
the farm bill still in conference, with differ- 
ences between the two houses so wide that it 
will, inevitably, take weeks of work to effect a 
compromise, And, even then, many of the 
wisest among the nation’s leaders doubt that 
the plan finally to emerge will be to the best 
interest of the farmers of the nation. 

Governmental reorganization, which is op- 


posed because it would centralize too much 
power in the hands of future Presidents and 
because it would increase the authority of 
Washington bureaucracy, is still in the hands 
of committee. The regional planning bill is in 
the same status. Both measures, while their 
main objectives may be desirable, contain so 
many dangers that it may be better if they stay 
indefinitely in committee, at least until they 
can be so changed that objectionable features 
are eliminated. 

The housing bill, which is perhaps the only 
major issue without dangerous provisions, is in 
conference after passing both houses. Delay in 
enactment of this bill, which is expected to 
stimulate industry, is perhaps the most regret- 
table feature of the congressional picture. 

Critics of the present administration who 
have berated congress as nothing but a “rubber 
stamp” for the executive. program, should be 
Satisfied with the special session. 

President Roosevelt delivered his message at 
the opening and asked enactment of four major 
measures, None of these have been passed. 

He delivered one more message in support of 
the housing bill, but otherwise has left con- 
gress to its own devices. living fully up to the 
theory that the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment is to initiate the laws and the execu- 
tive has only to enforce them. 

Certainly congress has been no rubber stamp 
during the special session. Critics. if dissatis- 
fied, can blame only the pronerly elected rep- 
resentatives of the people. 

But it is, as stated, probable that the nation 
as a whole will approve the session. not for 
what it did, but rather for what it did not do.

FRANK BILLINGS KELLOGG 


Frank B. Kellogg’s death brought to an end 
the story of a life replete with service to his 
nation and to the world. Few men have left 
behind them a finer record and few have served 
with deeper sincerity for the cause of peace and 
the benefit of mankind. 

Beginning life as a Minnesota farm boy, he 
became an example of that typical American 
story of the poor youth who lifted himself to 
eminence by his own boot straps. He won 
national fame as a brilliant lawyer and, during 
the Theodore Roosevelt era, became known as 
the “trust buster.” 


It was in later life. however, that his real 
opportunity for service came. He had served 
with distinction in the United States senate and. 
when Ambassador Harvey resigned. was named 
by President Coolidge as this country’s repre- 
sentative at the Court of St. James in London. 

It was at this time that he began the work 
for peace which later, when he was secretary of 
State, resulted in the Kellogg-Briand peace 
treaty, ultimately signed by more than half a 
hundred nations. His was the first signature 
affixed to this historic document, the second 
being that of France’s “man of peace.” Aristide 
Briand. 


For his part in creation of this world treaty 
for peace, Secretary Kellogg received the Nobel 
peace award in 1929. 

To his last days, Mr. Kellogg believed in the 
efficacy of the treaty he promulgated to main- 
tain peace in the world,i nd, according to many 
international observers, it has played a large 
part in averting, to this time at least, the new 
world war which has ben feared for years. 


Whatever the future may do to the Kellogg- 
Briand treaty. its American coauthor will be 


recorded in history as a man who not only | 


served his country brilliantly in many impor- 
tant capacities, but a man who achieved much 
for the cause of world-wide peace and the 
brotherhood of all mankind. 


THE LUDLOW RESOLUTION 

The Ludlow resolution, forced out of a house 
committee for consideration by congress when 
it reconvenes in January, provides that before 
this country can go to war, except to repel an 
invader, the people must so vote in a nation- 
wide referendum. 

It is a dangerous proposal and cannot fail to 
injure the prestige of this country abroad at a 
time when the entire world situation is pre- 
carious. 

Henry L. Stimson, former secretary of state, 
condemns the proposal in a letter appearing 
in the New’York Times, basing his criticism on 
the argument that it would be destructive, im- 
mediately, to the armed services of the nation 
and that it would leave this nation more vulner- 
able to any foe, because of that destruction. 

“It-would not only revolutionize and destroy 
our existing plan for national defense,” the 
former secretary asserts, “but it would make 
any system of national defense much less ef- 
fective if not almost impossible. It entirely 
ignores the power and speed of modern air and 
naval attack as well as the fragility of our 
modern urban construction and economic or- 
ganization.” 

These criticisms are undoubtedly, all true, 
yet Mr. Stimson ignores an objection to the 
Ludlow resolution more vital than any he men- 
tions. 

If the resolution is approved, it immediately 
paralyzes the nation’s leaders jn their contacts 
with other nations. It takes away all authority 
and prestige from the President, the secretary 
of state and all other officials who may repre- 
sent the United States in international affairs 
and it debilitates whatever strength this coun- 
try may now be able to exert towards main- 
taining the peace of the world. 

The very introduction of the resolution into 
congress at this time was unfortunate, because 
it makes more scornful of American power the 
diplomats of other nations. 

It is, basically, a bitter criticism of the Amer- 
ican system of popular government. For, by 
direct inference, it tells the world that America 
realizes it cannot trust the men it elects to con- 
gress or the man it honors with the presidency. 
If these, properly elected representatives of the 
people, cannot be trusted to faithfully protect 
the interests of the American, people in their 
international dealings, the people are to blame 
for selecting incapable men. 

By approval of the Ludlow resolution, con- 
gress would place the whole world on notice 
that the American people do not trust their 
own leaders and, therefore, are as vulnerable 
to attack by any foe as any mob without lead- 
ership is vulnerable. 


THE ATLANTA BAR 

The Atlanta Bar Association, by electing 
John T. Dennis its president for 1938, provides 
a worthy successor for an executive who has 
made a splendid record during his own year of 
incumbency. Stephens Mitchell is the retiring 
president. 

Mr. Dennis is one of the comparatively 
younger group of lawyers and personifies in his 
professional life the highest interpretation of 
the ethics of the law. A brilliant lawyer, he is 
of that type found not too often, who practices 
primarily because of his love for his chosen 
field and because he is inherently a champion 
of justice. 

Stephens Mitchell has headed the association 
during an arduous year, yet has lifted the legal 
profession in Atlanta into higher place in the 
consideration of all citizens. By example and 
by wise leadership he has brought about the 
elimination of evils that had crept in and has 
added to the dignity of the local bar. 

The bar association is a powerful factor for 
the well-being of the citizen. Its membership 
includes most of the worthy lawyers of the com- 
munity and it sets standards of professional 
conduct which, if universally emulated, would 
aid the cause of justice and law enforcement 
all over the nation.

AS HISTORIANS SEE HIM 
(From the Spartanburg Herald.) 


A volume entitled “The Growth of the Amer- 
ican Republic” recently came from the Oxford 
Press. It was written by two leading American 
historians, Samuel Elliott Morrison, professor of 
history at Harvard, and Henry Steele Commager, 
professor at New York University. Dr. Morrison 
once was exchange professor at Oxford and is 
author of ‘“‘The Oxford History of the United 
States,” published several years ago. 

It should be said that Messrs. Morrison and 
Commager have not hesitated to criticize some 
features of the New Deal. Much of its hastily 
prepared legislation, they say, “did not achieve 
the end for which it was designed.” Reference 
is made to restricted business enterprise, and to 
far-reaching controls over labor and farming; to 
encouragement of the growth of bureaucracy; to 
administrative confusion and impairment of the 
integrity of the merit system; to encouragement 
of the fear of dictatorship and class antagonism, 
and the rapid increase of the national debt. 

They appraised Mr. Roosevelt as a liberal 
rather than a radical, and of his policies they 
wrote: 

“Three things are clear, the New Deal, in one 
form or another, was inevitable; it was directed 
toward preserving capitalistic economy rather 
than substituting another system; and the meth- 
ods employed were in the American tradition. 

“When party passions and personal antipathies 
have disappeared, it will be easy to see how deep- 
ly rooted in the American tradition was the 
Roosevelt methods. Actually the New Deal seemed 
revolutionary not because it introduced funda- 
mental changes into American politics or econ- 
omy, but because it was carried through with such 
breathless rapidity. : : 

“It was an attempt to bring the federal gov- 
ernment abreast of the more enlightened states of 
northern Europe. Indeed, much that seemed revo- 
lutinoary to Americans in the 1930’s had been 
accepted by conservative Englishmen, Germans 
and Scandinavians for a generation.” 

At a time when current discussion of the gov- 
ernment is super-charged with invective and de- 
nunciation the views of these two historians who 
are removed from the madding crowd are of sig-

Second, it promises to solve the puzzle on how “the President 
can move left so fast, no depression can catch up with him political- 
ly,” as one of his inner circle put it. 

Third, and perhaps most important if action is to be immediate, 
an anti-monopoly crusade has an exquisite political aptness to the 
situation created by the wage-hour bill disaster. 


DISSOLVING DEMOCRACY An anti-monopoly crusade has 


been much discussed at the 


White House offices in these last days, simply because the Presi- 
dent and his advisers believe that a peril they have long feared is 
now upon them.

Declined the union labor law- 
yer, invites me to join a commit- 
tee to preserve civil liberites in 
Jersey City. I am declining be- 
cause of my last experience as a 
joiner. In that case I joined 
something as one of the pure in 
heart for certain definite purposes, 
but when I went to purchase some 
nuts and a program we were voted 
into camp with the Communists 
and Anarchists of Spain and re- 
corded in favor of the court-pack- 
ing plan and a radical political 
party. 

Mr. Ernst says, and I agree, that 
when civil liberties are at stake 
the identity of the victim is un- 
important, but it happens that the 
victims in Jersey City and vicinity 
have been, in the main, Commu- 
nists and other political pernicious 
individuals who would give much 
worse treatment than they got if 
they had the power. 

They go to Jersey under the 
banner of labor to work for the 
destruction of civil liberties and 
holler bloody murder on discov- 


jering that Mayor Frank Hague 


beat them to it years ago. Jeal- 


ousy is their trouble. 


It is true that Hague is a dic- 
tator, but the Communists should 
be the last to squawk, because he 
is nowhere near as tough as their 
man Joe Stalin. If a Communist 
goes to Jersey and spits in the face 
of one of Frank MHague’s cops 
south of the buckle and _ then 
throws himself on the ground 
yelling, “Oh! He is killing me!” 
according to the instructions in the 
book, the Jersey cop doesn’t have 
to telephone the mayor to see how 
he stands on Communists today. 
The Jersey cop gives him a rub 
and the Jersey courts throw the 
book at him, but they have .no 
firing squads in Jersey—a lack to 
be deplored by any Communist 
who is faithful to the party line. 


What! - a 

man Stalin has jus 
No Gun? cut eight more 
notches on his gunstock, which 
must look like a bucksaw by now, 
but Frank Hague hasn’t any 
notches on his. He hasn’t even 
got gun—the sissy! 

That is the point in my stury 
where my sled begins to scrape 
raw ground, because I do hold 
that nobody has any right to sus- 
pect anybody’s civil liberties. I so 
held at the time when Huey Long 
was murdering constitutional 
rights in Louisiana while the civil 
liberty mugs were all out seeing 
a man about a dog. In that case, 
however, it was ostensibly the 
dirty rich and the smug bour- 
geoisie who were getting their 
lumps, and the attitude of the 
civil liberties crowd was that the 
worst that could happen would be 
much too good for them. 

From the = characteristics of 
these recurrent inflammations 
about the strong-arm work of ill- 
taught and primitive police against 
people trained to taunt them into 
error, I have developed a suspi- 
cion that, contrary to Mr. Ernst’s 
assurance, it does make a differ- 
ence who is the victim and what 
his position is on certain matters. 

Mr. Ernst says that in Jersey 
City peaceful picketing is inter- 
fered with, and this I will admit 
without argument to proceed to 
the question: 


Pertinent “When did Mr. Ernst 
° or anyone else in 
Question the civil liberty game 
get equally indignant over the 
violation of any citizen’s rights by 
nonpeaceful or violent pickets?” 

I mean the rights of regular 
employes, not strikebreakers, who 
were just contrary enough to stay 
at their jobs in defiance of or- 
ders from some stranger to go out 
on strike. And, though it is al- 
most a lynching offense to say so 
to a civil liberty bloke these days, 
I also mean the rights of employ- 
ers struck for refusing to do busi- 
ness with some grafting union 
agent and damaged by sabotage 
and rioting. 

Mr. Ernst also complains that 
the owners of assembly halls in 
Jersey have been so intimidated 
that they are afraid to rent to cer- 
tain unions, and this gives me to 
wonder when he became fastidious 
about intimidation. I didn’t know 
he cared, because right before his 
eyes in New York many Ameri- 
cans have suffered impairment of 
their rights through intimidation 
by radical strike promoters with- 
out his dashing into the fray in 
defense of principles, regardless of 
the identity of the individuals af- 
fected. I have gathered that, on 
the contrary, the civil liberty 
crowd regarded intimidation as a 
legitimate weapon against certain 
classes of individuals—a position 
with which I do not agree at all. 

If I have correctly interpreted 
Mr. Ernst’s enthusiasm by his ac- 
tivities, I am more liberal than 
he, for I would not exclude even 
Communists or Nazis from the 
protection of our laws and the 
enjoyment of our liberties, even 
though they invoke them only to 
work for their destruction. I don’t 
see why the little brothers of Joe 
Stalin must always be moved 
ahead of the preferred docket of 
public indignation. But that is a 
trade secret of the civil liberty 
crowd, which doesn’t impair the 
fact that Hague, like Huey, is "way 
out of line and needs American- 
izing.

Mussolini’s Exit 


From Geneva. 

NEW YORK—With a tumultu- 
ous fanfare Signor Mussolini has 
said farewell to the League of Na- 
tions at last. He often threatened 
to go and even promised to slam 
the door very hard when the time 
should come. That fiesta in the 
Piazza Venezia last Saturday night 
may indeed have appeared very 
important to the Fascist legions 
who had been mobilized for the 
occasion, and to the 40,000 “con- 
cessioned ovationists’” who had 


been told to be on hand to lead 
in the cheering. As a slam to the 
world at large, the Duce’s exit was 
rather a gentle knock. Everybody 
expected it. Nobody became ex- 
cited. 

The whole thing was a mere 
gesture: Italy has now definitely 
joined the anti-Communist pact 
with Germany and Japan. That 
pact is directed against the Soviet 
Union, ostensibly at least, but the 
Duce let the cat out of the bag 
that the pact means something 
more. He made several sneering 
references to democracy.

F.D.R. Again Asks 
Cut in Road Funds 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(AP) 
President - Roosevelt's letter to 
Chairman Cartwright, Democrat, 
Oklahoma, of the house roads 
committee reaffirming his recom- 
mendations for a cut in road ex- 
penditures, follows: 


My Dear Mr. Cartwright: 


Thank you for your letter of 
December 16th. I have under- 
stood your problems as-chair- 
man of the. committee on roads, 
and, frankly, having served in 
a legislative body myself, I ap- 
preciate the pulling. and hauling 
when it comes to getting a slice 
of the government’s expenditures 
for one’s own projects. 


Also, may I tell you that if we 
had all the money in the world 
to spend, I would gladly go 
ahead with road-building in ev- 
ery county in the United States 
on an even greater scale than we 
are doing at the present time. 


But there are two facts which 
I know you will ‘consider. 

The administration is mak- 
ing an honest effort to cut the 
budget down to a figure which 
will closely approximate the es- 
timated tax receipts. That means 
that we ought to cut off appro- 
priations which may be desirable 
but which are not essential. 


DIFFICULT PROBLEM 
OF PLACING CUTS 

That brings me to the second 
problem—the problem of what 
Einstein would call “relativity.” 
Where can we cut? That is a 
matter, first, for the President 
to make recommendations, and, 
.secondly, for the congress to de- 
cide whether the recommenda- 
tions for cuts should be carried 
out or changed by substituting 
different cuts. 

As you know, up to 1929, the 
average amount of federal aid to 
road building in the United States 
was less than $100,000,000 a year 
and now under authorizations 
and appropriations it will run to 
between $200,000,000 and $300,- 
000,000 a year. 

Also, as you doubtless know, 
money spent on federal aid high- 
ways takes very few people di- 
rectly off the relief rolls; It is 
true that many of the contrac- 
tors’ regular forces are kept at 
work and some people are put 
to work making cement, steel 
binder and other materials. Nev- 
ertheless, the fact remains that 
federal aid highways give rela- 
tively little help to the several 
million Americans who are ac- 
tually in pressing need. Local 
farm-to-market roads give a far 
higher percentage of. relief em- 
ployment than the federal aid 
roads. 

ELIMINATE EXPENDITURES 
PRODUCING LEAST WORK 

Therefore, speaking again of 
“relativity,” if I have to get the 
budget down to a certain figure, 
obviously I must eliminate the 
proposed expenditures which 
provide the least work and fa- 
vor those expenditures which 
give the most work. 

The congress has a perfect 
right. constitutionally to#exceed 
the budget, but, if the budget is 
exceeded, obviously the congress 
must accept full responsibility, 
and obviously the Democratic 
members, which have such a 
large majority in the congress, 
must equally accept the full re- 
sponsibility. 

If the congress decides to keep 
on spending between two and 
three hundred million dollars a 
year on federal aid highways, the 
congress can, in its wisdom, re- 
duce other appropriations to 
make up the difference. 

The above facts may be unpal- 
atable but, as you know, they are 
perfectly true. More than three 
thousand counties in the United 


States are glad to get every possi-. 


ble expenditure of federal funds 
within their counties, but I know 
you will agree with me that if 
we legislated with that as the 
priniciple objective in mind, 
there would not be any Demo- 
cratic party and there would not 
be any solvent government after 
a few years.

There is nothing like exercise 
for making over a figure that is 
fat in spots, but how you exercise 
is the thing that counts. The mus- 
cular work that puts a tummy 
back in its place may not affect 
the hipline, and the exercises that, 
slim the hips may skip the thigh 
bulges. You can bend over back- 
wards and forwards until you 
ache and are dizzy and still not 
improve your figure. By knowing 
the correct positions for use of 
the different muscle groups, you 
can save your energy and accom- 
plish more. 

The prone position with the 
knees flexed is the strategic one 
for strengthenirig the muscles of 
the lower abdaminal wall to give 
a flat front line.

My medical dictionary (Sted- 
man’s) published in 1933, says 
belly means abdomen, I am em- 
barrassed to find. On the other 
hand, Webster’s latest edition 
(1935), which so signally failed 
to define the cri, makes no bones 
of describing the abdomen as the 
cavity between the diaphragm and 
the pelvis, but when it comes to 
describing the front wall of the 
abdomen, to wit, the belly, poor 
old Webster makes a ridiculous 
mess of it. 

. By Jiminy, that reminds me. In 

the flyleaf of my dictionary is 
written “With the compliments 
and best wishes of G. & C. Mer- 
riam Co.” I shall reciprocate by

er. Who knows? Maybe they’ll 
take the hint, read the booklet and 
get the abdomen and 0Obelly 
straightened out in their next edi- 
tion. 

Webster is getting warm, all 
right.. The 1935 edition explains 
that the word belly is derived from 
an Anglo-Saxon word meaning 
bellows. That’s what Ive been 
trying for years to make you lay- 
men understand. Probably the old 
Anglo-Saxons knew a good deal 
more about how to breathe than 
most well educated people do to- 
day. 

Continuing the scolding this 
critic asks why Ido not make 
known to the leading gynecologists 
(pronounced with the g soft, jin) 
about the method I claim to have 
discovered for the cure of dys- 
menorrhea, amenorrhea, ovarian 
tumors, etc., that is, the regular 
practice of belly breathing. Well, 
for one thing, I didn’t discover 
belly breathing.

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JORN 1S DEAD 


Jake Kilrain Fought in, 


Last Bare-Knuckle 
Title Bout. 


QUINCY, Mass., Dec. 22.—(?)— 
The fighting heart of old Jake 
Kilrain, which beat bravely under 
the terrific blows of the great John 
L. Snllivan in the ring’s last bare- 
knuckle heavyweight champion- 
ship fight, finally stopped today, 
“koed” by old age and diabetes. 

Kilrain died at a private hospi- 
tal at the age of 78—just two years 
short xf the 80 years he had hoped 
to live. His death stirred a host 
of memories among those who fol- 
lowed boxing in its bare-fisted 
days. 

During 16 years in the ring, Kil- 
rain—his real name was John Jos- 
eph Killion—faced 150 battlers, 
but his bout with Sullivan under 
a blazing July sun at Richburg, 
Miss., in 1889 was easily the high 
spot of his life. 

The pugilists and hundreds of 
their supporters fled police inter- 
ference at New Orleans 
squared away at Richburg. 

Sullivan and Kilrain fought 75 
rounds before the “Boston Strong 
Boy” won. But Kilrain always in- 
sisted, “I licked Sullivan.” 


Had Sullivan Down 


But Wouldn’t End Fight. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 22.— 
(?)—Jake Kilrain fought John L. 
Sullivan 75 rounds July 6, 1889, 
at Richbourg, Miss., before hun- 
dreds of New Orleans sportsmen 
in the last great bare-knuckle fight 
under the London prize ring rules. 
Upon his death today at Quincy, 
Mass., memories stirred in a score 
of gray heads in New Orleans. 

Jake “ilrain was the gallant 
Irish battler who in that fight 
could have knocked out John L. 
Sullivan—and didn’t, because his 
opponent was doubled over with 
uncontrollable nausea. After that 
the “Boston Strong Boy” rallied 
and in the 75th round knocked out 
Kilrain. 

John L. Sullivan had _ broken 
training just before the fight: 
Eaten a heavy meal and drunk 
whisky. Jake  Kilrain’s terrific 
right to Sullivan’s stomach in mid- 
fight caused the great Sullivan to 
double over and become intensely 
seasick. No rule of the ring pre- 
vented Kilrain from stepping in 
and knocking the champion cold 
but Kilrain “wouldn’t hit a man 
too weak to put up his dukes.” 
Gallantly he stood back, awaited 
Sullivan’s recovery and so lost the 
fight in the 75th round when Sul- 
livan knocked him out.

LIVERPOOL, England—(By Mail to U. S.)—It was quite 
dark when the steward knocked and said, “I’m sorry sir, but 
you said to call you at this hour.” 

It was snowing when we got on deck. Through the snow 
and the dark one could see the channel lights as we went up the 
Firth of the Clyde. We stood there, watching the lights and 
the darkness thin out and I kept recalling a theater and a lighted 
stage and a chunky‘ man standing there in kilts, a gnarled stick 
in his hands, singing: 


“Roamin’ in the gloamin’ 

On the bonny banks of Clyde, 
Roamin’ in the gloamin’ 

Wr me lassie by me side. 
When the sun has gone to rest 

That’s the time we love the best, 
Oh, it’s lovely, roamin’ in the gloamin’.” 


And here was the great Firth of the Clyde where it opens 
to the sea and the sea runs in to meet it. And our great ship 
was moving up it. A ghost ship went by near us, her shape 
huge in the darkness which was running out. 


The snow pelted down and the whiteness of it 
seemed to take the darkness out of the night. Soon it 
was light and there was Scotland, and the town of 
Greenock, quiet against the side of a white-capped 
mountain with only here and there a curl of smoke from 
a chimney. 

It was as if some Christmas card scene had come to 

life. Through the snow we could see the gray houses 
and the streets running down to the sea. And no one 
stirring. 


It was Sunday morning and Scotland is still in the early 
hours of the Sabbath morning. It was as if a woodcut scene 
of snow on a Christmas village had come to life before us. 

Far to the right there was a plume of smoke from a train 
puffing its way toward the town. But that was all. 


THE HILLS OF SCOTLAND. 


The hills of Scotland were snow-covered. 

But I’m glad I saw it so—it was just as I wanted to see it. 
The snow was white and seemed to catch a light which was 
not on the town or harbor, making a sort of splendor on the 
hills. And near the foot of the hills, where the snow did not 
stay, there was the pinkish purple of the heather. And there 
was the sleeping town and the harbor with freighters and ships 
at anchor and a few small craft moving about. 


The heather was making a stand against the snow— 
and a good one. But the hills were intriguing. Eng- 
land and Scotland and Ireland and Wales seem so very 
old. When the Vandals came blowing their horns out- 
side the gates of Rome they found an empty and broken 
city. The Roman legions had gone. The grass was 
covering the Roman roads in the British Isles more than 
a thousand years ago. And the hills of all England— 
especially the hills of Scotland where Bonnie Prince 
Charlie came so many centuries ago to lead the wild and 
ragged Highlanders on one last desperate charge, are 
dangerous to the imagination of one who has read and 
heard so much of them.

COURTS, WILL TEST 
ANCIENT PRIVILEGES 


Richmond, Chatham Will 
Hold for Exemption From 
School Laws. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec, 22.—()— 


:|Ancient privileges protected when 


the last Georgia constitution ‘was 


adopted in 1877 are at stake in 
the litigation involving school 
funds to be filed shortly by Rich- 
mond and Chatham counties. 

The privilege is one of. exemp- 
tion from state. school laws that 
do not specifically mention these 
counties. The two counties seek 
larger sums than have been alloted 
under the 1937 school act. 

Almost identical, the sections 
granting special privileges to these 
counties provide that no general 
act affecting Georgia schools shall 
apply to these counties unless they 
are mentioned specifically in the 
act. 

In this way, Richmond has en- 
joyed the privilege of selecting its 
own textbooks. It has a county 
unit system which newer systems 
such as Atlanta cannot maintain. 
It, alone among the school systems 
of the state, according to Ben E. 
Pierce, an authority on the Geor- 
its own 
tax.
